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Australia: Land of Opportunity for British Industry

Australia is the only nation which occupies an entire continent, 
and the only politically-unified continent. It is easily the United 
Kingdom’s second-largest export market, only the United States 
(with about sixteen times its population) being a larger importer of 
British goods. Its annual rate of population increase (about 2} per 
cent.) is one of the highest in the world, as also is the standard of 
living of its people. 

It has been stated recently by a competent authority that there is 


T IS ONLY about 170 years since Europeans first 
began to settle in Australia. The tempo of indus- 
trialization, slow at first, was quickened from 1901 


more United Kingdom capital invested here than in any other 
oversea country. The flow of capital to this country from abroad 
has reached unprecedented levels in the past few years. Something 
like two-thirds of all overseas investment in Australian industry 
has come, and is still coming, from the United Kingdom. 

Britain is thus most vitally interested in Australia’s progress, 
both as an export market, and as a domicile for capital investment,

by Federation and the adoption of a Commonwealth- 
wide protective tariff; by interruption of the flow of 
imports during the two world wards; by enforced 
restriction of imports for balance-of-payments 
reasons during the depression of the ‘thirties and 
again from 1952 until the present time. 


Industrialization 


The pace of industrialization has accelerated 
dramatically of late and continues to do so. Only 
30 years ago there was still a larger proportion of 
the work-force engaged in primary than in secondary 
industry. Today employment in manufacturing 
exceeds that in primary production, in the ratio of 
five to two. Slightly over 30 per cent. of all employed 
persons are now engaged in the manufacturing 
industries, compared with 18 per cent. in 1933. The 
population has increased from 7:5 million at the 
end of World War II to over ten million, and will 
probably reach 14 million within the next two 
decades. 


THE AUSTRALIAN Association of British 
Manufacturers will celebrate its Golden Jubilee 
this year, having been established in 1910. 


The Association has its headquarters at 578 
Bourke Street, Melbourne, and branch offices 
in Sydney, Adelaide, Perth and Brisbane. The 
London Secretary of the Association is Major M.

The Association works in close co-operation 
with the United Kingdom Trade Commissioners 
in Australia. The Senior Trade Commissioner is 
ex officio a member of the Federal Council, and 
the Trade Commissioners in the State Capitals 
are ex officio members of the State Councils. 


Mr. S. F. Ferguson, the author of this article, 
was appointed Federal Secretary of the Associa- 
tion in 1927 and has been its Director since 1934. 
The C.B.E. was conferred upon him in 1952 for 
services to United Kingdom-Australia trade. 


Concurrently with the expansion of the manufacturing industries 
and the replacement of many classes of imports by local production, 
United Kingdom exports to Australia have increased very substantially 
in volume as well as in value since 1939. Industrialization has made 
Australia more prosperous and provided work for a greatly increased 
population. A larger, more prosperous customer is a better customer. 


Imports into Australia from the United Kingdom in 1938-39 


amounted to £A46 million, compared with £A307 million in 1958-59. 
As the result of recent relaxation of import restrictions, imports 
from the United Kingdom are now probably running at an annual 
rate of approximately {A335 million. 


Further expansion of imports in the aggregate may be expected, 
but the nature of the trade will constantly change, as it has changed 
in the past. Imports of consumers’ goods will probably diminish 
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The vinyl! acetate section at C.S.R. Chemicals Pty. Ltd., Rhodes, New

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further, while imports of producers’ goods (industrial materials, 
components, capital equipment, scientific and industrial instruments, 
etc.) will progressively increase. If Britain is to retain and increase 
her share of Australian trade, it is in the highest degree necessary 
that her manufacturers should be actively and keenly represented by 
agents who will be constantly reporting new opportunities as they 
arise, not only for their old products but for new ones, as the pattern 
of local industry changes. 


As Director of the A.A.B.M., I am naturally the recipient of many 
complaints from manufacturers in the United Kingdom on the one 
hand, and from their Australian representatives and customers on the 
other, expressing dissatisfaction with conditions as they are in various 
respects. It may serve a useful purpose to set out, and comment upon, 
some of the more important of these in this article. 


Complaints from United Kingdom sources relate in the main to 
Australia’s tariff policy, to the peculiarities of her Customs administra- 
tion, and to her import licensing restrictions. Some of these complaints 
are justified, but many arise from a lack of knowledge and under- 
standing. I shall deal seriatim with some of the more important 
causes of misunderstanding in the hope that United Kingdom 
exporters may thus be helped to avoid a few of the traps that exist 
for young (and not so young) players. 


Tariff Policy 


It is almost certainly a fact that Australia could not have supported 
a population of ten million by 1960 under free-trade conditions. Had 
her economy continued to rely in the main on primary production, 
exchanging wool, wheat, and other pastoral and agricultural products 
for manufactures from abroad, an even higher standard of living might 
have been achieved, but with a much smaller population. There 
would have been little hope of developing local manufacturing 
industries (from necessarily small-scale beginnings) without a pro- 
tective tariff. 


Be that as it may, the simple fact is that the tariff-assisted develop- 
ment of manufacturing industries has been the settled policy‘of Australia 
ever since Federation (60 years ago), and the majority of Australians 
certainly consider the policy has justified itself. 


Early haphazard tariff-making. For the first half of the 60-years 
period, tariff-making was extremely haphazard. Initially it was 
carried on behind closed doors. By the end of World War I, primary- 
producing interests were beginning to realize that tariffs implied costs 
as well as benefits, and that they met a large share of the cost (in the 
form of high prices for protected local products) without reaping 
much of the benefit as they sold their own products in the main at 
World prices. They found it necessary, for this and other reasons, 
to form their own political party. Its successor (the present Country 
Party) is still a political force —- indeed, most non-Labour Govern- 
ments of the past 40 years in Australia have been coalitions; as is the 
present one, in which Country Party Ministers held important port- 
folios including the vital one of Trade. 


As the result of demands by the Country Party an independent 
Tariff Board was established in 1921. The object was to put an end 
to tarifi-making behind closed doors, and make every application 
for new or increased protective measures the subject of a public 
inquiry at which anyone concerned would be permitted to give 
evidence, for or against. 

The Board’s functions, however, were purely advisory. The Govern- 
ment was guided, but not bound, by its recommendations. In 1929, 
it became apparent that the Board would have to be given ‘teeth’ if 
it was ever to provide a safeguard against extreme protectionism. In 
that year the Scullin Government virtually ignored the Tariff Board. 
It brought down lengthy and drastic tariff schedules without even the 
formality of prior inquiries by the Board — to which the items affected 
were referred for inquiry after the event! From 1929 to 1931 the 
tariff was progressively increased until it reached an all-time record, 
with rates operating in the British Preferential column often as high 
as 55 per cent. or even more. 


This was the period in which Australia was suffering from the 
worst effects of World depression, mass-unemployment, low export 
prices, and a heavily adverse balance of payments. The tariff was 
regarded as a cure for unemployment (which, of course, it was not) 


8 also as a means of reducing imports to the level the nation could 
afford.

Era of Tariff Reduction Begins. Throughout 1931, the A.A.B.M. 
strongly, publicly, and (it eventually proved) effectively, urged a 
programme of tariff reform including, inter alia: 

(a) Downward revision of the tariff, item by item, by means of a 
series of Tariff Board Inquiries (which would obviously take 
years to complete); 

(b) An assurance that the Government would give effect to all 
recommendations on individual items, as received from the 
Tariff Board; and 

(c) As an interim ‘first step,’ immediate automatic reduction of all 
protective tariff rates by 25 per cent. of the duty. 


_ All the above objectives were achieved. The downward item-by- 
item revision began early in 1932 and in the same year Australia 
signed the Ottawa Agreement, one clause of which required that 
protective duties on United Kingdom goods should not exceed those 
recommended by the Tariff Board. Thus the Board acquired the 
‘teeth’ it has possessed ever since. 


In 1933, as the outcome of widespread impatience over the slowness 
of the process, the Minister referred to the Tariff Board the question 
of whether there could safely be an automatic downward adjustment 
of all existing protective duties to compensate for the protective effect 
of the devaluation of Australian currency (the nett protective incidence 
of which varied from industry to industry). The A.A.B.M. presented 
a closely-reasoned case for such an adjustment. The Board recom- 
mended reduction by a quarter of the duty, and acknowledged in its 
report that its recommendation was based upon the reasoning advanced 


by the A.A.B.M. — item (c) of whose proposals of two years earlier 
was thus adopted. 


The item-by-item revision involved a series of many hundreds of 
Tariff Board Inquiries, and was not entirely completed even seven 
years later, when it was interrupted by the outbreak of War. The 
A.A.B.M. prepared and presented the cases of the United Kingdom 
industries concerned at practically all these inquiries. 


The Present Tariff. The nett result of all this is now apparent 
in the present Australian tariff, in which the average level of British 
preferential rates on protective items is lower than that of 1931 by 
something like one-half, and often much more. There are, of course, 
many new duties protecting industries which have sprung up in the 
meantime; but the rates are seldom in excess of 274 per cent., and 


are often as low as 124 or 17} per cent., compared with 45 or 55 per 
cent. in 1931. 


By-and-large, successive Governments have fully observed the 
clause of the Ottawa Agreement (now incorporated in the United 
Kingdom-Australian Agreement of 1957) under which British 
preferential rates must not exceed those recommended by the Tariff 
Board. A qualification is necessary here, however, owing to the 
provision of GATT that in no circumstances may preferential margins 
(differences between British Preferential Tariff and Most-Favoured- 
Nation rates) exceed those existing on April 10, 1947. The United 
Kingdom Government found it necessary to agree that if the Board

found that a relatively high Most-Favoured-Nation rate was necessary 
to protect a local industry against foreign competition, and the British 
Preferential Tariff rate necessary to the same end was lower by more 
than the ‘bound’ margin, the Australian Government could impose 
a British Preferential Tariff rate found by deducting the bound margin 
from the Most-Favoured-Nation rate recommended. This has resulted 
in serious detriment to some United Kingdom manufacturers, and 
may affect others in the same way in future. 


It is hoped that the foregoing description of the background to 
current Australian tariff policy will be of interest and assistance to 
British manufacturers. It is very important that they should realise 
that even today the means still exist under which they may seek a 
review by the Tariff Board of the rate of duty on any particular item 
which they find to be so high as to deny them any reasonable oppor- 
tunity of competing in the Australian market. In such cases the manu- 
facturers concerned should communicate with the Board of Trade 
or the A.A.B.M. Another old ‘Ottawa’ provision (not previously 
mentioned) is still applicable, having been written into new 
agreement, whereby rates of duty on United Kingdom goods are 
to be based on the broad principle that United Kingdom manufac- 
turers shall have “full opportunity of reasonable competition, on the 
basis of relative costs of economical and efficient production.’ 


There may be circumstances (such as, for example, the GATT 
complication mentioned above) which in particular cases make it 
impossible for the ‘reasonable competition’ undertaking to be effec- 
tively implemented. If so, the manufacturer concerned will be 
informed accordingly; but where a prima facie case exists for reduction 
of any British Preferential Tariff rate, the Board of Trade can make a 
request through official channels for the matter to be referred to the 
Tariff Board for public inquiry. 


There is no need here to refer in detail to the importance of the 
British manufacturers concerned in any such inquiry (whether it 
arises from an Australian or a United Kingdom request) making 
available to the A.A.B.M., if it is conducting their case, detailed 
production-cost data for the strictly confidential information of the 
Board. This point was dealt with fully in an excellent article in the 
Board of Trade Fournal of November 28, 1958, by Mr. P. B. Hunt, 
United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Canberra. 


Customs Administration 


Administrative decisions by Customs officials frequently appear to 
United Kingdom exporters and Australian importers to be illogical 
and hard to understand. Many difficulties arising from such decisions —

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often involving serious losses to the parties concerned — are funda- 
mentally due to insufficient knowledge of the law and the regulations 
on the part of the exporter or the importer. Sometimes there is a 
way out, even after the event; and the A.A.B.M., if consulted in such 
cases, is often able to proffer valuable advice and assistance.

By-Law Concessions. There are a number of items in the Tariff 
under which goods of types not commercially produced in Australia 
may be admitted at concessional rates under Departmental by-laws, 
either permanently or temporarily (i.e. as regards a ship- 
ment only, or generally but for a limited period). The A.A.B.M. is 
always prepared to advise members as to the possibility of obtaining 
such concessions and, where a case exists, to support their applications. 

Tariff Advisory Committee. When a permanent by-law con- 
cession is cancelled, owing to local production having commenced, 
the goods affected become automatically classifiable under a sub- 
stantive tariff item which may be subject to excessively high protective 
rates of duty. 

In such circumstances the matter is referred by the Minister to 
the Tariff Advisory Committee, the Chairman of which is a senior 
officer of the Department of Customs and Excise, the other members 
being the Director of the Associated Chambers of Manufactures of 
Australia, and myself, as the Director of the Australian Association of 
British Manufacturers. 


If the Committee finds that the new rate of duty is inappropriate, 
it nay recommend that the matter be referred to the Tariff Board for 
public inquiry and report. The Minister almost invariably acts in 

with the Committee’s recommendations. 


Particulars of matters referred to the Committee are published in 
the A.A.B.M. Bulletin, as also in the Board of Trade Journal. 


Eligibility for British Preference. There are various complex 
conditions governing the qualification of particular goods for admission 
at British Preferential “Tariff rates. Members frequently consult the 
A.A.B.M. (a) as to whether their products are so eligible, or (b) if 
not, whether anything can be done about it. The Association has 
frequently succeeded in solving problems of this nature for individual 
members, and even in securing refunds of excessive duty paid. 


| ‘Value-for-Duty’. Disputes often arise as to the correct ‘value-for- 
duty,’ i.e. the amount on which ad valorem rates should be calculated. 

e again the Association frequently makes representations on 
behalf of individual members or whole trade sections, and has often 
succeeded in establishing value-for-duty at a lower level than that 
originally considered appropriate by the Department. The point at 
issue is usually the interpretation of the definition, in the Act, of 
‘current domestic value’ in the country of origin. 


Dumping Duties. In cases where the Tariff Board finds that goods 
of a class or kind commercially manufactured in Australia are being 
imported at prices below ‘fair market value’ in the country of origin, 
such goods may be gazetted under the Customs Tariff (Industries 
Preservation) Act. They are then liable to special duties equal to the 
difference between f.o.b. price and ‘fair market value.’ The Association 
is often called upon to advise members as to whether particular goods 
are already so gazetted and, if not, whether there is any danger of 
incurring dumping duties if they are exported from the United King- 
dom at prices below current domestic value in that country. The 
Association is usually in a position to furnish sound advice on such 
matters which are of considerable importance as, in certain circum- 
stances, it is possible for dumping duties to be collected retrospectively. 


Import Licensing Restrictions 

The most frequent of all causes of complaints by British manu- 
facturers at present is that although there is a strong demand on the 
part of Australian buyers for goods which they can supply in any 
quantity at fully competitive prices, they may be completely frus- 
trated by the inability of their Australian agents or customers to 
obtain import licences. 
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It is an unfortunate fact that, since 1952, practically all imports 
have been subject to licensing restrictions of fluctuating degrees of 
severity, depending on the state of the balance of payments at the 
time. 


There is no doubt at all that the Australian Government would be 
delighted to abolish the import-licensing restrictions, if it felt it could 
safely do so. The balance-of-payments problem seems, however, to be 
fundamental to the Australian economy in its present stage of develop- 
ment. Despite strenuous efforts, by Government and industry, to 
increase the volume of exports, there has been a constant tendency 
in the past eight years for the demand for imports, together with other 
outgoings, to exceed aggregate earnings of overseas funds. 


At the time of writing (January, 1960), the situation as a whole is 
easier than it has ever been since licensing was imposed in 1952, 
thanks to improved world prices for wool and other Australian 
exports, and to the recent heavy inflow of capital from abroad 
(including both ‘portfolio’ investment and direct investment by 
oversea concerns in Australian enterprises). 


There is a tendency in some quarters to believe that the Govern- 
ment is on the verge of being able to abolish the restrictions entirely; 
but this view may be somewhat too optimistic. Under today’s condi- 
tions of internal prosperity, there is a large demand for a number of 
classes of imports which are still severely restricted in spite of recent 
increases in quotas and other forms of relaxation. Although the 
nation’s international reserves are in a healthy state, amounting to 
over £A500 million, this sum is probably equivalent to less than half 
the value of a year’s unrestricted imports. 


Imports of many commodities are controlled on a quota basis but 
others (mostly materials and capital equipment) are subject to what 
is called ‘Administrative Control,’ i.e. every application is treated on 
its merits. However strong a particular importer’s case may be for 
an increased quota or for a favourable decision in the ‘Administrative’ 
category, such applications are frequently rejected. 


The Association is always prepared to assist members or groups of 
members with advice and, where the circumstances justify, by making 
supporting representations. Its efforts have been successful on many 
occasions, but mostly where it could be shown that the initial un- 
favourable decisions arose from administrative anomalies, or that 
supplies of essential goods from all available sources were insufficient 
to meet the demand. 


It is sometimes complained that import licences are refused, not 
for balance-of-payments reasons, but with the deliberate purpose 
of giving additional protection (beyond that afforded by the Tariff) 
to local producers of similar goods. There have been one or two 
instances in which the import control has been used as a protective 
measure (usually temporarily, pending a Tariff Board inquiry) but 
broadly speaking there is little justification for the charge. If goods of 
@ particular type are, in fact, available in adequate quantities and 
satisfactory quality from local sources, the Departmental view is that 
scarce resources of oversea funds should not be made available for 
their importation, i.e. that such funds should be reserved, rather, 
for essential goods of types not produced locally, imports of many of 
which are still restricted fairly severely. 

The trouble is, of course, that it is an utter impossibility to prevent 
a restriction imposed genuinely for balance-of-payments reasons, from 
incidentally protecting the local producer. 


Criticism of British Manufacturers 


Complaints from Australian sources in reference to United King- 
dom suppliers may be summarized under these headings: delivery, 
price, inadequate inspection of goods before shipment, neglect of 
correspondence and failure to give due consideration to constructive 
suggestions, and insufficient visits to Australia by responsible 
executives. 


These complaints, of course, are by no means general, but they 


are received frequently enough to suggest quite strongly that some 
United Kingdom are open to criticism. 

Delivery. Britain’s great success in increasing her export trade 
generally, and the pressure which that success imposes upon her 
resources, is doubless one main cause of complaints in regard to 


delivery - and one which cannot be overcome easily or quickly. This 
is probably appreciated by Australian buyers, but what really annoys 
them is the frequency with which some firms fail to keep delivery 
promises. Those who value the Australian market would be well 
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advised to take steps to ensure that whenever promises are made 
they shall be kept, if humanly possible. 


Price. The question of price is difficult and complex. The goodwill 
and reputation enjoyed by United Kingdom industry generally in 
Australia has in the past been sufficient to ensure that many customers 
will pay a little more for a British product than for one from a foreign 
manufacturer whose name may be little-known in this country — but 
there is a limit. Moreover, the United Kingdom manufacturer is 
now meeting stiffer competition from Europe, Japan and the United 
States. In these circumstances it may be good business, in the long 
run, to make price concessions wherever this is practicable. 


Quality. Far fewer complaints have reached me recently than in 
the early post-war years on the score of quality; but reports are still 
received fairly frequently in reference to faults or defects which could, 
and should, have been detected and rectified had there been an effective 
system of inspection in the United Kingdom manufacturers’ works. 
Probably only a small percentage of all United Kingdom firms are 
involved in this criticism. This article will have been worth writing, 
however, if it leads to even one or two looking into the question of 
whether their arrangements for inspection are working effectively. 


Correspondence, I have included ‘neglect of correspondence’ and 
‘failure to give due consideration to constructive suggestions’ in my 
list of complaints, because manufacturers’ agents have, on some 
occasions, told me that in these respects the practices of their British 
principals compare unfavourably with those of foreign competitors. 
It would be grossly unfair to impute to United Kingdom manu- 
facturers generally any serious degree of inefficiency of this kind, and 
mention of the allegation is only made here in the hope that it may 
lead to some self-examination in the (doubtless) exceedingly few 
quarters where the cap may be found to fit! 


Visits by United Kingdom Manufacturers. Many United 
Kingdom manufacturers’ agents complain that their principals do 
not send responsible executives to Australia to study the market at 
first hand and establish personal relations with their customers. ‘This 
complaint is by no means generally applicable and relates to a far 
smaller proportion of United Kingdom firms now than in the pre-war 
years. It is difficult, however, to over-stress the importance of such 
visits from various points of view, including the manufacturers’ 
knowledge of market conditions and requirements, principal-agent 
relationships and ‘goodwill’ in its widest sense. 

In conclusion I want to pay the highest tribute to the value of 
the close co-operation which has at all times existed between the 
United Kingdom Trade Commissioner Service in Australia and the 
A.A.B.M. whose activities are complementary to those of the Trade 
Commissioners. Without such co-operation the work of the Association 
over the years could not have been nearly so effective as it has been 
and I like to think that the Association for its part has on occasion been 
able to facilitate the work of the Trade Commissioners. 


Extension of Transferred Charge Calls Service 


THE GENERAL POST OFFICE have announced that, as from 
Monday, February 22, the transferred charge facility will be available 
in the telephone service with Iceland. 


The charge for calls to Iceland, if accepted by the called person, 
will be paid there but if he refuses to accept the charges the caller 
will be required to pay a small fee (4s. 0d.) for the attempt to connect 
the call. This fee may also be due in certain other cirumstances if the 
call is not successful. 


Incoming calls on which the charges are accepted for payment in 
this country will be charged at the same rate as for ordinary outgoing 
calls. 


Index of Retail Prices, January 1960 


AT JANUARY 12, 1960, the official index figure, which measures 
changes in the average level of retail prices compared with the level 
at January 17, 1956 (taken as 100), was 110, the same figure as at 
December 15, 1959. Calculated to one decimal, the January index was 
109-9 compared with 110-2 for December. 

The fall in the index during the month was due mainly to a reduction 
in the average price of eggs. 
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Performing Right Tribunal Varies Dance Halls Tariff 


THE PERFORMING RIGHT TRIBUNAL publishes the following short 
particulars of the decision in a dispute with the Performing Right 
Society referred to it by the Scottish Ballroom Association. 


Before 1948, the sum payable to the Performing Right Society 
by the proprietors of commercial dance halls for an open licence to 
have copyright music included in their band programmes for perform- 
ance at public dances was computed, from time to time, in various 
ways. Neither party being satisfied with this rather arbitrary way 
of dealing with the problem of fixing a licence fee, negotiations were 
begun in 1948 between the Scottish Ballroom Association and the 
Performing Right Society. In the result, an agreement was reached 
whereby the dance halls were to be granted a licence on terms of 
paying an annual sum calculated at 1 per cent. on a basic Pee. 
That figure was arrived at on a formula which consisted of multiplying 
for each dance session the price of admission by one-half of the number 
of persons capacity. The terms ‘price of admission’ and ‘number of 
persons capacity’ were strictly defined. 

When this formula had been in operation about eight years, the 
Performing Right Society reverted to the proposal for which it had 
originally contended in 1948, and introduced a new scheme whereby 
the fee was to be a sum calculated as 2 per cent. of the actual gross 
takings from admission charges for dancing, to be certified by an 
independent practising accountant. 

The Scottish Ballroom Association challenged the propriety of 
that scheme by referring the matter to the Performing Right Tribunal. 
In so doing, they were supported by an English body known as The 
Association of Ballrooms Limited and by another Scottish body 
called the North British Ballrooms Association. These bodies together 
represented about 160 dance halls out of a total number of some 440 
dance halls in the whole of Great Britain. 


The respective merits of the formula and the new scheme were 
fully canvassed during a lengthy hearing before the Tribunal, and 
the problem resolved itself into two main issues: what should be the 
proper method of arriving at the basic figure; and what should be 
the proper percentage of that figure to be paid as the licence fee. 

In the result, the Tribunal came to the conclusion that the value of 
so intangible a commodity as a general right to perform copyright 
music in public emerged from the coming together on equal terms of 
a willing buyer and a willing seller. The formula arrived at in 1949 
was regarded as being of that character, and it was accordingly upheld 
as representing the proper method of arriving at the basic figure. 
On the other hand, as regards the proper percentage, the ‘Tribunal 
considered that there had been since 1949 a rise in costs in general 
which, although reflected to some extent in the constituent figures of 
the formula, was still not adequately covered by the original 1 per 
cent. The rate was therefore increased to a net figure of 1-6 per 


cent. 


Nevertheless, in order to meet the contingency of a possible over- 
estimate, the Tribunal granted to any individual dance-hall proprietor 
the option on giving due notice to the Performing Right Society, to 
pay a licence fee subject to a discount for prompt payment and cal- 
culated at the rate of 1-5 per cent. on his actual gross takings from 
admission charges for dancing. Subject again to proper notice being 
given, the exercise of that option was to be revocable. 

The Tribunal accordingly varied the new scheme put forward by 
the Performing Right Society (which was the subject-matter of the 
reference) by substituting, as from May 4, 1959, the method of 
computation which it approved for that which had been proposed 
by the Performing Right Society. The date was that on which the 
decision of the Tribunal was given; but the new scheme in its original 
form was never put into operation. This was due to an agreement 
between the parties, whereby effect was not to be given to the new 
scheme pending the decision of the Tribunal.

New Controller for Midland Region

who has returned to Board of Trade headquarters in London. 
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Foreign Investment in Mexico 


Mr. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of Trade, addressed 
the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce on Friday, February 19. 
Giving details of his recent Central American tour, he said that 
an example of the Mexican Government’s desire to attract foreign 
manufacturers could be found at Ciudad Sahagun, about 90 miles 
from Mexico City. “Here there is a large plant which,’ he said, ‘though 
owned by the Government, was constructed by an Italian firm for 
the finishing and assembly of parts of diesel engines and heavy lorries. 
This venture proved uneconomic, possibly because of the quality 
of the products, and the Government decided to terminate the 

igi ts. A number of foreign manufacturers have 
shown interest in the plant, which is said to be well-equipped, and 
Renault are, it has been announced, now to begin assembly of their 
cars in part of the plant. The Mexican Government is still interested 
in the manufacture of diesel engines and lorries, and will shortly 
decide on the company to take over the factory. British, American 
and German firms are in the running.’ 


Manufacturing in Mexico and Colombia 


FOR PRODUCTION in Mexico or Colombia, the United Kingdom 
manufacturing firm has a choice of several methods of operation. It 
may open a local branch by registering itself as a foreign company; 
or by a variant of this method, it may create a subsidiary of itself in 
the United Kingdom and register the subsidiary locally as a foreign 
company ; or it may acquire ownership of, or an interest in, an existing 
local company; or it may form, either alone or in association with 
local investors, a new company under local law. 

It is especially with operation through a Mexican or Colombian 
company that a repoit, ‘Prospects for British Manufacturing in 
Mexico and Colombia,’ prepared for the Federation of British In- 
dustries by Dr. F. Chalmers Wright, a consulting economist, is 
concerned; and it is apparently this method which foreign manu- 
facturing investors have hitherto employed most frequently in Mexico 
and often, too, in Colombia. 


The report is confined to an examination of some of the factors 
affecting British manufacturing investments abroad as they appear 
at the receiving ends in Mexico and Colombia. The question of the 
capacity and disposition of United Kingdom manufacturers to invest 
capital in Mexico and Colombia falls outside the scope of the report.

Huddersfield Deputation See Mr. John Rodgers 


MR. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of 
Trade, received a deputation from Huddersfield who called his 
attention to the decision to cease the free supply of Patent Office 
publications to the Huddersfield Library, among others. It was 
proposed to confine the supply of free copies in Yorkshire to the 
Leeds and Sheffield Libraries, and this would mean that people in 
Huddersfield would have to travel to Leeds or Sheffield to see the 
publications. 


The Parliamentary Secretary explained that this was an economy 
measure; the n r and price of Patent Office publications had 
increased greatly over the years, and there was a much wider free 
distribution in Yorkshire and Leeds than in other areas. Because 
of the cost, it had been felt necessary to rationalize the distribution 
of free copies, and to supply the publications to one library in each 
area free of cost. The Parliamentary Secretary explained, however, 
that libraries which had received the publications free of charge 
could still have them for a small payment. This would be £100 a 
year (plus postage) for printed copies of patent specifications; and 
half rates for other publications, and would cost each library about 
£150 a year, which was not unreasonable for a set of publications of 
which the list price was about £4,000 a year. 


EFTA has Geneva Headquarters 


GENEVA is to be the permanent headquarters of the Outer Seven 
European Free Trade Association. "This was decided at a meeting

Premium income for the year was £6,143,469 (compared with

(compared with £1,129,147). Claims paid amounted to £6,973,963 
(compared with £4,667,177) of which it is estimated that about two- 
thirds will eventually be recovered. Recoveries during the year 
amounted to [3,469,286 (compared with £4,824,873). 


Business under Section 2 of the Act 


' Guarantees given ‘in the national interest’ (Section 2 of the Export 
Guarantees Act, 1949) ‘for the purpose of encouraging trade with 
countries outside the United Kingdom’ amounted to £55,000,000 
(compared with £28,400,000); arrangements made under the same 
Section ‘for the purpose of rendering economic assistance to countries 
outside the United Kingdom’ involved loans to the amount of 
£30,735,750 (compared with £6,104,057). 

In the account for ‘encouraging trade’ a surplus over the year of 
£547,082 (compared with £1,121,677) resulted in a credit balance on 
cumulative account at March 31, 1959, of £2,838,946, and in the 
“economic assistance’ accounts a deficit over the year of £16,641 
(compared with a deficit of £32,276) resulted in a credit balance on 
cumulative account of £200,046. 


Growth of Display Equipment Exhibition 
THE NATIONAL DISPLAY EQUIPMENT ASSOCIATION’S third 
Display Market Week, which closed yesterday after a four days’ 
showing at the Hotel Russell, London, has grown to three times its 
original size. Organized for the first time in 1958 by the National 
Display Equipment Association, the following year saw the exhibition 
double itself in size. 

There was a wide range of display stands and equipment in the 
latest designs and materials, with the accent on lightness and space- 
saving, together with equipment specially designed for displaying 
sports goods, toys, cameras, television sets, prams, china, glass, 
carpets, drapes, etc., stands of all shapes and sizes suitable for the 
small intimate shop such as a chemist, or the large department store; 
point-of-sale dispensers, pegboard fittings of interest to all retail 
trades and also garment rails. 

Included in the range of display mannequins were male, female, 
teenage and children’s figures and the use of fibre glass in these 
figures was much in evidence. 

Other features of interest included display lighting in many forms; 
display signs static or revolving with interchangeable messages; 
displays for the Easter and Christmas trades, mechanical or stationary; 
fairy lights from Italy; decorated glass balls from Vienna in a variety 
of designs; and a comprehensive range of display tablets of metal or 
cardboard printed in full colour.

The latest fashion trends in the adult world have been reproduced 
in miniature so that girls can keep their dolls fashion conscious in 
styles worthy of Dior. Many new and charming examples of dresses, 
hats, shoes, and accessories for dolls were on show. There was even a 
complete riding outfit with peaked velvet cap, jodhpurs, check jacket, 
shirt, tie and riding crop, and for the industrious child there was also 
“The Young Dressmaker’, a make-it-yourself dolls dressmaking outfit 
so that all kinds of clothes can be made. (Amanda Jane Ltd., 
Petworth, Sussex.) 


Crescent Toy Company of Cwmcarn, Monmouthshire, who could 
claim to have put thousands of their products on breakfast tables 
throughout the land — they put the cowboy in the cornflakes — showed 
a lively range of soldiers of the Commonwealth, toy cannon, and more 
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cowboys and Red Indians and man (small) size rifles and, of course, 
revolvers, one of their specialities. 

Every year the toy industry adds more items to the already vast 
treasury of toys for boys. This year at Brighton, Playcraft Toys 
Limited, Finsbury Pavement House, 120 Moorgate, London, E.C.2, 
presented a wide variety of new toys for girls, making amends to this 
perhaps more deserving section of the younger population, for whom 
in the words of the current song, thank heaven. 

Little girls not only in Britain but, we hope, in prime export markets, 
will enjoy being able to enact the part of housewife, mother and 
secretary with the really up-to-date toys in their new range, in 
which the ingenious and hard working qualities of the full-scale 
objects were reproduced. Among the more exciting of these was the 
‘Mignonette’ sink unit. This contemporary metal model, measuring 
114 in. by 7} in. by 15} in. was complete with a plastic sink and 
draining board, removable plug and metal chain. A realistic moulded 
tank unit housed a quantity of water which could be fed into the sink 
through a special feed pipe and control, drained off through the plug 
into a moulded draining bucket concealed beneath the storage cup- 
board under the sink. 


For the younger child there were several new polythene toys. 
Among them was a model fire engine which really pumped up water 
from a suitable supply and delivered it through a 2 ft. hose. The detail 
incorporated in this model was excellent, and should make the fire 
engine a winner. 


Export Strides 


These bright ideas explain the substantial increases in exports, 
including a 33 per cent. rise in shipments to the United States, during 
1959, reported by a representative United Kingdom toy manu- 
facturer. “The gratifying results of our efforts in 1959,’ he told our 
correspondent, ‘were achieved in the face of ever-increasing inter- 
national competition. Last year at this time I mentioned the extent 
to which competition from the Far East was making itself felt. 
However, we found that we were facing competition from every 
toy manufacturing country in the world, with the additional factor 
that for the first time Italy emerged in the international markets 
in formidable strength. Even so,’ he continued ‘1959 saw substantial 
increases in our export trade and, in fact, our organization even suc- 
ceeded in penetrating into the Far East where toys to the value of 
many thousands of pounds were sold. What is more, we have received 
repeat orders from the Far East during January of this year which 
exceed substantially the monthly orders received during 1959.’ 


Unusual and distant markets now being reached include New 
Caledonia, in the South Pacific, and within the last few days, a size- 
able order has been received from Venezuela. Present indications are 
that 1960 will be a busy year for the entire British toy industry, 
promising continued full employment. 





West End Toy Fair is ‘Junior 
Motor Show’ 


Just 50 varRDs from Piccadilly Circus in the heart of London’s 
West End, a ‘ permanent motor show’ for children has been set 
up by Lines Bros. Ltd., at Tri-ang House, their new London show- 
rooms in the Haymarket. The title of the show is the ‘1960 Tri-ang 
Trade Fair’ and in addition to the cars the whole range of the firm’s 
products have been on view including dolls, railways, aircraft and 
soft toys. 


A showroom designed to attract the overseas buyer and tourists 
could hardly be better placed, and when our correspondent visited 
the fair on Monday, it was thronged with visitors, many of them 
buyers. 


Although the fair closes to-day, Tri-ang House will carry on as the 
main sales outlet in the firm’s organization, open to home and overseas 
visitors all the year round. 


Meccano’s First Individual 
Exhibition 
AN EXHIBITION OF TOYS manufactured by Meccano Ltd., was 
held at the Grosvenor Hotel, London, S.W.1, from February 10-18. 
This was the first time they had shown independently outside the 
annual Toy Fairs. 

The show included five detailed layouts of the new Hornby Dublo 
two-rail miniature railway system, a full set of 180 Dinky toys, and the 
new range of the clockwork powered Hornby speed boats. The new 
high powered Hornby Dublo electric ‘ring-field’ motors attracted 
much attention. A ‘Co-Co’ type diesel locomotive can haul, with ease, a 
train of fourteen coaches at a replica speed of over 100 miles an hour. 

Also shown were replicas of the Blackpool and Eiffel towers; a 
working model building site, complete with pneumatic drills, cranes 
and riggers; and a complete funfair in full swing. All these models were 
made entirely from standard Meccano parts, as were the detailed 
chassis of a Triumph Herald and a model traction engine, also shown. 











E.P.A. Courses in Management 


Two PROJECTS announced by the European Productivity Agency 
provide opportunities for teachers of management subjects to further 
their studies by attending courses at universities in the United States, 
and at a summer seminar at Skogshem, near Stockholm, Sweden. 


Participation at the U.S. universities is on an award basis and all 
teaching and research staff at universities, college and management 
training centres will be eligible. 


Long term missions of from nine months to one year are offered 
to junior teachers and research workers, aged approximately 25-35, 
in business administration or related subjects (e.g. economics, engineer- 
ing, social sciences). The programme will include a course at Harvard 
University for the academic year 1960-61 and short visits to other 
universities and training centres. 


Short-term missions’ ranging from six weeks to four months are 
epen to more experienced full time and part time teachers aged 
approximately 30-50. Programmes will be designed to meet the 
individual needs of participants. All applicants must have completed 
their formal university studies, have some years’ teaching experience 
and be willing to commit themselves to teach for three years on their 
return from the United States. Preference will be given to candidates 
who can show that they have a teaching position open to them. 


The Agency will meet tuition fees and expenses of travel within 
the United States and will pay daily allowances at the rate of $12 per 
day to short term participants and to long term participants while on 
field trips and of $8 per day to long term participants whilst in resi- 
dence. All other expenses must be paid by participants or their 
sponsoring organizations. 


Closing date for receipt of applications for participation is March 24, 
1960. Selection of candidates will be by United Kingdom Selection 
Board on which the Agency will be represented. Final nomination 
will rest with the Agency’s Director. 


The second project includes a summer seminar at Skogshem, near 
Stockholm, from July 23 to August 13, 1960. The subject will be 
‘Making Business Policy in a Changing World,’ as seen from a top 
management point of view.

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Male Fashion Fair 


THE NATIONAL Men’s and Boys’ Trade Fair, now in its seventh 
successive year took place from February 15-19, once again bringing 
to the trade buyer a compact collection of shapes and styles of the 
sixties conveniently assembled under the roof of the Royal Albert 
Hall. It was organized by Trade Fairs and Promotions Ltd., Drury 
House, Russell Street, London, W.C.2. 


In the style parade and on the stands were examples of the trend to 
lightweight clothing for this summer, in suits, sports coats, trousers, 
casuals and rainwear. There was plenty of evidence to support the 
trend to lightweight headwear. Styles likely to get ahead included 
lightweight fabric hats, hats in worsted suiting materials, new versions 
of the already accepted tweed hat, and at least one new style in fur felt. 


In the style parade, shirts with the latest finishes and styles could 
be compared with garments of sixty years ago. A fine old example was 
a shirt of printed cambric with stiffened front and cuffs, which smart 
city men could buy for 2s. 11d. 


Sixty years ago sea bathing was just becoming popular and bathers 
were taken into the sea in large horse-drawn bathing vans. One of 
their modest long-legged, long-sleeved bathing suits could be seen in 
the parade alongside the latest crimped nylon trunks of our age. 
These have a matching boxer top, and are extremely elegant. 


Other garments of the early 1900’s — used to demonstrate that men’s 
fashions really have changed — included frock coated suits, night 
shirts and a smoking jacket and cap (the only form of leisure wear 
produced in those days). 

In direct contrast to these clothes of yesteryear, one could see how 
the well-dressed man may look at the end of the century. His outfit 
might include 10 different fabrics of man-made fibre. Not a single 
button was used in the whole outfit, and accessories included an 
umbrella containing a hidden radio for keeping in touch with the office. 


Outstanding British Designs Shown in Brussels 


TEN BRITISH products that have won Design Centre awards are 
among exhibits chosen by the Council of Industrial Design for an 
international exhibition that opened in Brussels on February 17. 
Some twenty outstanding designs have been chosen from each 
country, which include examples from twelve western European 
countries, the United States, Canada and Japan. 


The exhibition has been organized by the Belgian department store 
Au Bon Marche in co-operation with Le Signe d’Or Industriel - 
the Belgian society for the promotion of good design, founded under 
the auspices of the Belgian Ministry of Economic Affairs. Design 
awards bearing its name were introduced in 1957, the same year as the 
Council of Industrial Design’s ‘Designs of the Year.’ An international 
jury was appointed to choose what it considered to be the best twelve 
products from all the Benelux countries within a price range acceptable 
in the average home.

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Continued Expansion in Overseas Trade 


JANUARY 1960 saw a further extension of the sharp increase in 
both exports and imports which had occurred in the latter part of 
1959. United Kingdom exports were valued at £316 million, imports 
at {367 million and re-exports at £12 million. After eliminating normal 
seasonal variation, exports in the three months, November 1959 
to January 1960, were 4 per cent. greater in value than in the previous 
three months, August to October. Imperts on the same basis showed 
a larger increase, of 8 per cent., but re-exports were down slightly 
to the average 1959 level. As seasonally adjusted figures are available 
only for totals of exports and imports, comparison of the commodity 
and area composition of trade is made with corresponding periods 
of earlier years.

United Kingdom Exports 


United Kingdom exports in November-January were 11 per cent. 
greater in value than in the corresponding period of 1958-1959. 
This increase may be compared with one of 4 per cent. between the 
first ten months of 1958 and the corresponding period of 1959, 
although it should be remembered that some part of the apparent 
increase in the rate of growth is due to changes in the course of 
exports during 1958. The increase of 11 per cent. represents a growth 
of £29 million in the average monthly rate of exports between 
November-January 1958-9 and November-January 1959-60. Exports 
to the sterling area, increasing by 7 per cent, contributed only £8 
million to this total increase, but this represents a very substantial 
improvement over the earlier months of 1959, when they were 5 per 
cent., or £6 million less than a year earlier. Exports to Western 
Europe, with an increase of 17 per cent., or £12 million a month 
on a year earlier in November-January, also increased sharply during 
the year; in January-October they had been up by 9 per cent. 
Exports to North America in the last three months were still 18 per 
cent. (£8 million a month) greater in value than the year earlier, but 
this compares with a 25 per cent. increase to the first ten months of 
1959. The steadying of the rate of increase was entirely in exports 
to the United States; exports to Canada have been growing at an 


increasing rate. An increase of 27 per cent. in exports to Soviet 
Eastern Europe contributed £1-4 million and there was also a small 
increase to Latin America. 

Exports of engineering products were responsible for more than 
half of the total increase in the last three months compared with the 
year earlier. Non-electrical machinery exports increased by 19 
cent. and contributed £9 million to the total increase of £29 million 
in the monthly rate. Exports of cars, with a 41 per cent. increase, 
contributed £6 million, and there was also a 22 per cent. increase in 
exports of commercial vehicles and chassis. There was, however, a 
sharp fall in exports of aircraft and parts (excluding engines) and of 
tailway vehicles; expoits of ships were also down. Textile exports 
were up by 9 per cent., campared with a 4 per cent. fall on a year 
earlier in January-October 1959. Exports of woollen and worsted 
yarns and fabrics increased by 11 pe: cent. and of man-made fibre 
goods by 19 per cent. Cotton exports were up by 3 per cent. after 
being down on the year earlier by 14 per cent. in the earlier part of 
1959. There were widespread increases among other manufectured

Exports of petroleum and petroleum products were up by 10 per 
cent. after a fall in the first ten months of 1959. An increase of 12 per 
cent. in exports of food, beverages and tobacco was accounted for 
mainly by a continued growth in whisky exports, and substantial 
exports of barley and other grain. 


Imports 
Of an increase of £35 million a month, or 11 per cent., in the 
monthly rate of impoit compared with a year earlier in the last three 
months, £13 million was basic materials and £16 million manu- 
factured goods mainly imported for further processing.

manufactures. The cost of imports of food, beverages and tobacco, 
and of fuel, fell. Among the basic materials, imports of which increased 
in total by 17 per cent., there were increases of 28 per cent. in metal 
ores and scrap, mainly iron ore, of 21 per cent. in textile materials, 
and of 16 per cent. in oils and seeds. The increase in manufactures 
mainly for further processing of 33 per cent. included increases of 
119 per cent. in iron and steel, 32 per cent. in non-ferrous metals, 
36 per cent. in chemicals, 25 per cent. in textile yarns and fabrics 
(mainly cottons), 42 per cent. in leather and furs, and 16 per cent. in 
paper and in wood and cork manufactures, largely plywood and 
building board. The increase of £10 million a month in imports of 
finished manufactures was widely spread, and included incieases of 
£3-2 million in machinery, £1-9 million in road vehicles, £1-7 million 
in clothing, and £2:1 million in miscellaneous manufactures, including 
works of art and antiques ({£0-9 million, a proportion of which would 
be imported only for sale and re-export), books and other printed 
matter, gramophones, tape recorders and records, and domestic 
refrigerators. 


The largest contribution to the total increase came from Western 
Europe, from which area imports in November-January were £13 
million a month, or 15 per cent., more than in the corresponding 
period a yee1 earlier; this compares with a 6 per cent. increase in 
January-October. Imports from the sterling area increased by £12 
million, or 10 pei cent., and from North America by £7 million, or 
12 per cent. — in January-October imports from North America had 
been only 2 per cent. more than a year earlier.

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Output of the Cotton Industry 
in 1959 


es 1s estimated that the rate of converters’ deliveries of finished 
cotton, man-made fibres and mixture cloth was 2 per cent. more in 

1959 than in 1958, but 7 per cent. less than in 1957. Increased activity 

in the cotton industry reflects in part world wide recovery in textiles, 

— by the rebuilding of pipeline stocks which had fallen to low 
els. 

In the spinning and weaving sections of the cotton industry, the 
volume of production was 2 per cent. less than in 1958. Recovery in the 
industry started in the second quarter and while production in the 
first quarter was 19 per cent. less than in the same months of 1958, in 
the last nine months of the year it was 4 per cent. more. According to 
statistics issued by the Cotton Board, the yardage of cloth woven in the 
industry during the year was at a rate 4 per cent. less than in 1958; 
most of this reduction can be attributed to reduced output of cotton 
cloth. The rate of production of single yarn was a little less in 1959 than 
in 1958, and masks a small increase in output of man-made fibre and 
mixture yarn. The reduction in cotton yarn was mainly of the coarser 
epents. he rate of output of doubled yarn was 6 per cent. more than

The ie Duties (General) (No. 1) Order, 1960 


‘Te TREASURY have made the Import Duties (General) (No. 1) 
Order, 1960. ages 2 ae ‘ 
This Order provides for an import duty of 33} per cent. ad valorem 
to be chargeable under the Import Duties Act, 1958, on synthetic 
organic dyestuffs and certain allied products. 
The Order comes into operation on March 2, 1960, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1960, No. 252. 


The Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 2) Order, 1960 


THe TREASURY have made the Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 2) 
Order, 1960. 

This Order provides for the allowance of drawback of import duty 
paid on (a) groundnuts, decorticated or not and (b) certain specified 
parts of deaf aids when incorporated in complete deaf aids and 
exported. 

The Order came into operation on Febuary 25, 1960, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1960, No. 253.

Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 3) Order, 1960 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 3) 
Order, 1960, which reduces the rates of drawback of import duty on: 
(a) certain square sawn wood and timber and wooden veneer sheets 
used in making exported sewing machine woodwork of specified 


types, and 
(b) imported linseed oil used in the manufacture of some exported 
goods. 
The new and previous rates are set out in the Schedule to the 
Order which comes into operation on March 1, 1960, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1960, No. 281. 
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Two Years of Stable Prices 


HE TWO YEARS 1958 and 1959 were the most stable for prices, both 
4 ie basic materials and of manufactured goods, since the present 

series of wholesale price indices were introduced in 1949. Basic 
materials were tending to rise by the end of last year, but in December 
the price index was still only 2 per cent. above the level of December 
1957 and the index of all manufactured products rose only about 
4 per cent. over this period. 


Basic Materials and Fuel 


The basic materials index, which includes crude fuel purchased 
by manufacturing industry, was on average last year 1 per cent. 
above the 1958 level. The fuel component fell about 1 per cent. 
between the two years; in no other year since the fuel index was 
constructed in 1950 has it shown a fall. Of the commodities in the 
index, the most marked movement was in textile materials prices. 
On average, in 1959 they were no higher than in 1958, but the sharp 
fall in textile material prices which began in mid-1957 continued 
throughout 1958 and the early months of 1959 and by March last 
year raw textile materials were cheaper than at any time for the past 
ten years; since the end of 1958 prices have risen by some 18 per 
cent. The paper industries benefited from a fall in woodpulp prices 
in the early part of 1959, steel-making materials were a little cheaper 
and non-ferrous metals and, less markedly, timber tended to get 
dearer towards the end of the year. The following table shows changes 
in price of some broad groups of materials between December 1958 
and December 1959 and their effect on the wholesale price index 
of basic‘ materials and fuel:

All Manufactured Products 


The price index of all manufactured products was at about the 
same level in December 1959 as it was in December 1958. The 
reduction in beer duty in the Budget in April 1959, which caused the 
index to fall by three-quarters of a point, was offset by the end of the 
year by the slight underlying upward trend of prices. 

Price movements of individual products were generally confined to 
a few points per cent. during the year, but some pattern emerges in

the changes which took place. The sharp rise in prices of textile 
materials was reflected in product prices and the textile products 
index had risen about 4 per cent. by December from the low level to 
which it had fallen in March 1959. Cotton and woollen cloth prices 
increased several points, and most textile products showed some 
increase; hosiery was an important exception. 

Clothing prices fell in the early months of 1959, but by the autumn 
were beginning to rise with the recovery in prices of textile goods. 
Footwear manufacturers were faced with a sharp rise in raw material 
prices during the early months of 1959, when a world shortage of 
hides and skins developed, and footwear prices rose 6 per cent. during 
the year. 

The engineering industries had to pay more for non-ferrous metals 
and for some other materials by the end of the year, and these increases 
were not offset by the small reductions in iron and steel prices which 
occurred in June. There was a rise of about 1 per cent. in the prices 
of engineering output during 1959. 

Among chemicals, price movements were mixed. Soap, toilet 
preparations and disinfectants increased in price during the year, 
but there were small reductions in the prices of many other products, 
including pharmaceuticals, paint, detergents, fertilizers and synthetic 
resins. 

Manufactured foodstuffs showed little movement on average and 
the only commodities to show significant changes were milk products, 
mainly butter and cheese, which rose in price, and bacon, which 
became cheaper with falling pig prices. 

Paper products fell a little in price last year with the influence of 
lower woodpulp prices, but prices of printed matter rose. The prices 
of rubber goods were moving upwards by the end of the year, again 
in response to changing raw material prices.

The index of the cost of new construction work remained unchanged 
throughout 1959. Building materials prices were fairly steady through- 
out the year, apart from an increase of 1 point — less than 1 per cent. — 
in November. In February 1959 operatives were granted an increase 
of one penny an hour as a result of the sliding scale agreement which 
links the hourly wage rates of operatives in the construction industries 
to the index of retail prices.

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Notes of Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices — 1954 = 


(1) The index numbers are calculated from the price movements of 
some 7,000 closely defined materials and products representative of 
goods purchased and manufactured by United Kingdom industry. 
The index for an individual commodity is its current home market 
price expressed as a percentage of its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling indices for groups of commodities these 

percentages are combined in proportion to the value of purchases or 
sales of the individual commodities in 1954. The proportions have been 
derived from the Census of Production, short-term statistics of 
production, the Trade and Navigation Accounts, information supplied 
by trade associations and from various other sources. 


(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. ‘The indices of materials purchased by industry include 
imported materials, and where it is possible to do so the indices of 
output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement of 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices, and hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 


(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdom manufacturers 
in general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of an industry as defined in the Census of Production; the 
weights used in compiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries. For each of the sectors of industry for which 
indices are published in Table 2, sales of principal products correspond 
very closely to total sales of the sector. 


(4) In determining the weights used in calculating indices which 
combine the price movements of several materials or products, the 
value of goods for which no price series are available is imputed to 
price series which may be expected to move similarly.

(5) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are 
used in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
purchase tax but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 


. (6) Where the price for an item ceases to be available and the item 
is replaced by a substitute, an adjustment is made to maintain 
comparability. 


(7) 'To facilitate further calculation the indices are given to one 
decimal place in most cases, but small month to month movements 
have little significance. Indices for which full information has not 
been received are shown with an asterisk to indicate that they are 
provisional. Commodity index numbers are revised to take account 
of errors or very late notification of price changes, but unless these 
revisions are exceptiondlly important they are not carried through to 


the indices of purchases and output of sectors of industries in Tables 
1 and 2 


(8) The series of wholesale price index numbers based on 1954 = 
100 was introduced in the Board of Trade Journal on March 21, 1958; 
previously the index numbers were based on June 30, 1949 = 100. 
In February 1959, the index numbers were revised in accordance with 
the Standard Industrial Classification 1958 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, February 13, 1959). In particular, the index numbers relating 
to materials used in and output of manufacturing industry were 
extended to include industries making fuel, food and tobacco products, 
and the index numbers relating to materials used in broad sectors of 
industry were extended to include fuels used. 


(9) Details of the constituent items and weights used in the con- 
struction of the index numbers in Tables 1 and 2 may be obtained on 
application.

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Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Tuesday February 16 


Cotton Industry Act, 1959 


The President was asked how many applications he had received 
from firms who had entered the scheme for scrapping machinery under 
the Cotton Industry Act, 1959, to continue operating the machinery 
to be scrapped after March 31, 1960; and how many applications he 
had granted. In a written reply, Mr. John Rodgers, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, said that the Cotton Board had 
received 20 such applications and granted 10. 


Wednesday February 17 


Imports of Maize Starch 


Asked what action he contemplated taking, under the Anti- 
Dumping Act, on maize starch, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, 
Board of Trade, said they had received an application in 1958 for an 
anti-dumping duty on maize starch imported from the Netherlands, 
and announced on February 6, 1959, that a case for such a duty had 
not been made out. No subsequent application for an anti-dumping 
duty had been received in respect of maize starch imports from any 
source. 


Further questioned as to the total value of imports into this country 
and the average price for 1956, 1957, 1958 and 1959, the following 
information was given:

French Import of Coal 


Mr. F. J. Erroll said the Board of Trade refused to enter into 
negotiations with the French Government with a view to reaching 
an agreement for the free importation of British coal into France. 
Imports of coal into that country were in the hands of a State monopoly, 
which negotiated commercially with suppliers. 


Cotton Industry Machinery 


The President was asked what percentages of the machinery to be 
scrapped, namely, spinning spindles, doubling spindles and looms, 
under the Cotton Industry Act, 1959, were already stopped or out of 
production at the latest convenient date ; and, in respect of each category 
of those already stopped, what were the percentages of discount, 
standard, or premium rate compensation. He was also asked what 
percentages to be scrapped were still operating at the latest convenient 
date, and which would attract compensation at the standard or premium 
rates. 


Mr. John Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, said he understood 
that, at February 12 the Cotton Board had received scrapping certifi- 
cates in respect of 39 per cent. of the spindles, 41 per cent. of the 
doubling spindles, and 30 per cent. of the looms to be scrapped under 
the respective reorganization schemes. They did not know to what 
extent the other machinery in respect of which compensation had 
been applied for was still running or the proportions which would 
qualify for compensation at the various rates. 





Credit Terms 


In the House of Lords a questioner asked whether the attention 
of H.M. Government had been called to the recent remarks of the 
Chairman at the annual general meeting of Hawker Siddeley and 
whether they thought that sufficiently generous terms of credit were 
available for the export of British capital goods. Lord St. Oswald, 
replying, said the Government was aware of the Chairman’s com- 
ments. In their view, British exporters of capital goods were at no 
general competitive disadvantage in the credit terms they were able 
to offer with the support of facilities available under the Export 
Guarantees Acts. Particular cases could be considered on their merits 
in the light of other demands on our resources. 


Trade with China 


In the House of Lords a member asked if, arising from the revised 
arrangements for imports from China, it was to be understood the 
quotas imposed were considered adequate to cover quantities available 
for export so that exports from the United Kingdom were unlikely 
to be impeded. , 


In a written reply Lord Dundee stated that the quotas established 
under the new arrangements applied only to a small proportion of our 
jmports from China and had been fixed, in general, at levels which 
should allow a substantial increase in trade. We certainly hoped that 
the Chinese authorities also looked forward to an expansion of Sino- 
British trade. 


Thursday February 18 
Local Employment Bill 


THE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
was asked if he would indicate in detail his method of assessing a high 
rate of unemployment in respect of his recently listed unemployment 
districts. Replying he said he had considered whether the unemploy- 
ment was, or was expected to be, at a high rate and whether it was 
likely to persist generally or seasonally. He therefore looked at the 
present rate of unemployment in each district in relation to the country 
as a whole, at the rates over the past year, and at the information he 
had about employment prospects over the next year or two. 


Further questions and answers on the Bill were: 
Gateshead 


Asked why Gateshead was not included in the list of development 
areas under the terms of the Local Employment Bill, the President 
said that Gateshead was in the Tyneside South-West area, which was 
not on the initial list of Development Districts because, in the opinion 
of the Board of Trade, it was not a locality in which a persistently 
high rate of unemployment existed or was expected. This was the 
statutory requirement by which the Board of Trade would be bound. 


Cornwall and Devon 


The President was asked why he had included high unemployment 
areas in the county of Cornwall as initially eligible to receive Govern- 
ment assistance under the Local Employment Bill while excluding 
every similar area in need of assistance in the county of Devon, with 
the exception of Ilfracombe. 

He replied that Ilfracombe and the parts of Cornwall designated as a 
development district were localities in which a high rate of unemploy- 
ment existed and was likely to persist. They were, therefore, appro- 
priate for assistance under the terms of the Local Employment Bill. 
a ga in other places in Devon were not such as to make them 
eligible. 


Bude 


Asked why Bude had been left out of the list of Development 
Districts, the President said the places in Cornwall included in the list 
of Development Districts were those in which a high rate of unemploy- 
ment existed or was expected and was likely to persist. Bude, he was 
glad to say, was not such a place. 

Cardiff 

The President was asked what inducements he proposed to give 
industrialists to bring heavy industry to Cardiff; and why Cardiff had 
not been included in the list of districts scheduled for help under the 
terms of the Local Employment Bill. ofc 
(Continued on next page)

Replying he said the unemployment situation in the Cardiff area 
would not justify the provision of financial inducements under the 
terms of the Local Employment Bill, but, as he had previously stated, 
the Board of Trade would be prepared to see more industry located 

there. 
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quota on woollen and worsted cloth imports, whether he would take 
urgent action to protect the interests of United Kingdom exporters 
which were at present prejudiced by the arrangements in force 
between the United States and Italy and Japan. Replying, Mr. F. J. 
Erroll said there were no special arrangements designed to favour the 
Japanese or the Italians, although the United States’ tariff quota had 
operated in a way which had particularly harmed United Kingdom 


exports, while both Italy and Japan had increased their sales. Her 
Majesty’s Government had made many representations to the United 
States’ Government since the quota was first imposed. Concern about 
this my right hon. Friend had been expressed to the United States’ 
authorities in Washington last month. The United States Govern- 
ment are fully aware that we are anxious to have this question 
settled as quickly as possible 


i Vale of Leven 


Mr. Reginald Maudling was asked if the Vale of Leven district was 
‘covered by the designation of Dumbarton as a place eligible for 
government aid under the Local Employment Bill. He said it was, 
| that the Dumbarton district included Dumbarton, Alexandria, 
‘Helensburgh and Bowling Ministry of Labour Exchange areas. 
"Ihe Vale of Leven, where there was a Board of Trade Industrial 
Estate, was in the Alexandria area. 


Scottish Districts 


The President was asked, which districts in Scotland formerly 
inchided in the development areas had not been listed as eligible for 
aid under the new employment Bill. Replying he said the Ministry 
of Labour Employment Exchange areas of Kilmarnock, Newmilns, 
‘Stewarton, Lanark and Lesmahagow which were scheduled as De- 
velopment Areas were not listed as Development Districts. In addi- 
‘tion, those parts of the Employment Exchange areas of Falkirk and 
‘Linlithgow which were formerly scheduled were not being listed under 
‘the Local Employment Bill. 


‘Tourist Trade Areas 


The President was asked in view of the continuing high level of 
unemployment in areas subject to seasonal fluctuations because of the 
tourist trade, if he would reconsider his refusal to treat these areas on a 
basis other than that of a yearly average. He said the requirement 
laid down in the Bill was that high unemployment existed or was 

‘expected and was likely to persist whether seasonally or generally. The 
‘list he had announced gave effect to this requirement and it included a 
number of places where unemployment fluctuated seasonally. 


Motor Industry 

. Asked whether loans to the motor industry for expansion schemes 
under the Distribution of Industry Act, or Local Employment Bill, 
would bear interest; and at what rate, the President said the develop- 
ment Areas Treasury Advisory Committee had not yet made a 
recornmmendation on any of the applications submitted to them. 
In any event, he could not disclose without the consent of the firms 
‘concerned the terms of any assistance which might be given to them. 


Call for White Paper 

+ A Member asked on Tuesday, February 23, whether the President 

“would publish a White Paper listing the development districts proposed 
under the Local Employment Bill, together with the present develop- 
ment areas and Development Areas Treasury Advisory Committee 
areas, together with a statement of the reasons for omitting many of 
the areas in the latter list from the one now proposed. 


Mr. John Rodgers replied: “No, sir. The list announced on 
February 9 comprises all those places which at present comply with 
the requirements prescribed by the Local Employment Bill.’ 


Hire-Purchase Business 


In a statement Mr. John Rodgers said that hire-purchase sales in 
1959, 1958 and 1957 are estimated to have been, respectively, about 
£1,070 million, £860 million and £760 million. 


Minister’s Visits to Provinces 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, the President of the Board of Trade, 
and Mr. John Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, are to visit Newcastle 
and the north-east coast on Monday next, February 29. The President 
will speak at the Coventry Chamber of Commerce banquet on Thurs- 
day, March 3, and on the following day will visit the Longbridge 
works of the British Motor Corporation. 


Business Management Education Conference 


THE SEVENTH International Conference on Business Management 
Education, to be organized by the European Productivity Agency, 
will be held in Paris from September 13-16. The Conference will be 
open to university professors, management teachers, directors of 
management education establishments, managers from industry and 
Government officials concerned with management education. The 
total number of participants will be limited to approximately 150. 
They, or their sponsoring organizations will be responsible for travel 


and subsistence expenses. A registration fee of 100 N. French francs 
will be charged. 


The Conference will be devoted to the consideration of ‘European 
Management Education and its Future’. Discussions will be based on 
recent studies and investigations in management education made 
recently in America and Europe and in particular on the reports 
issued at the end of 1959 on the studies made in America by the Ford 
Foundation and the Carnegie Corporation. Since it will not be 
possible to cover the whole field of these studies in a four-day confer- 


ence, topics for discussion will be limited to about five basic questions 
raised in the studies. 


Suggestions as to which particular questions would be suitable for 
selection will be welcomed by the Agency. They should be sent to 
Mr. B. W. Vigrass, British Institute of Management, 80 Fetter Lane 
London, E.C.4, to reach him by March 10. Applications for participa- 


tion in the Conference should also be made to Mr. Vigrass before 
April 19.

They provide for the adoption of a uniform 
method of indicating size based on body measurements.

Rayon 


THE FOLLOWING Notice to Importers, No. 934, was issued by 
the Board of Trade dated February 20, 1960: 

Notice to Importers No. 897, dated February 26, 1959, sets out the 
arrangements for the issue of licences against the following quotas for 
goods originating in, and consigned from, China: 

A. A quota for home consumption of yarns, threads and woven 
cloth wholly or mainly of cotton or silk or of mixtures of 
cotton and artificial silk; 

B. A re-export quota of loom-state woven cloth wholly or mainly 
of cotton or artificial silk or mixtures of cotton and artificial silk. 

These quotas are being renewed for a further year to February 28, 
1961. 

A. Home Consumption Quota 

Licences under quota A will be issued, on application to traders 
who held licences issued against the corresponding quota last year and 
will be proportional to these licences. 


B. Re-export Quota 


Licences under quota B will be issued, on application, to traders 
who held licences issued against the corresponding quota last year and 
will be proportional to these licences. 








Before a licence is issued to any trader against this quota, he 
will be required to give an undertaking on a form which will be 
supplied: 

(i) that he will himself export the imported cloth after processing 
unless authorized by the Board of Trade to sell it to another 
trader in the United Kingdom; and 

(ii) that he will furnish such returns of imports and disposals as may 
be required. 

The authority referred to in (i) above will normally be given 
to the importer to sell imported cloth to another trader who in turn has 
given an appropriate undertaking; but only in the most exceptional 
circumstances will a similar dispensation be given to a purchaser 
from the importer. 


General 


Applications for licences (separate for each quota) should be 
made on form ILB/A and be sent to reach the Board of Trade, Tariff 
and Import Policy Division, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, 
not later than February 26, 1960. Page 1 of the application form 
should be completed; on page 2, only the value of the licence required 
need be entered; on page 3 and copies, the applicant’s name, full postal 
address and reference number and the countries of consignment and 
origin (China) should be inserted. 


Licences under both quotas will be valid until February 28, 1961.

Overseas Trade Section 
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British Firms’ Successful Entry into Cologne Furniture Fair 


this year’s Cologne International Furniture Fair (February 

11 to 15). The joint display was organized by the British Furniture 
Manufacturers’ Federated Associations and the United Kingdom 
Board of Trade. Most of the participants were showing in Cologne 
for the first time. As Mr. N. R. Wooldridge, Exhibitions Secretary 
of the British Furniture Manufacturers’ Federated Associations, 
pointed out, the British firms have been greatly encouraged by the 
keen and intelligent interest shown in their products, not only by 
buyers from West Germany but also by many visitors from the other 
countries of Western Europe, as well as from the Middle East and 
the United States. Britain’s first official appearance at Cologne in 
1960 has been largely in the nature of a reconnaissance of potential 
export markets. Good business has been done, and — perhaps in the 
long run more important — invaluable information and experience 
has been gained. The needs and tastes of buyers have been carefully 
gauged and thoughtfully digested. The fruits of Britain’s appearance 
here will soon be felt. 


_ The Cologne Furniture Fair is held every two years, the last being 
in 1958, and its international character has been steadily developing. 
At this year’s event about 900 firms were represented, about 600 being 
German and the remaining 300 foreign firms from 28 different 
countries. Of the latter, 130 were from the Scandinavian countries, 
which account for about a half of Western Germany’s furniture im- 
ports. Britain has hitherto had only a small share of the market. 


The British stand was a new venture, planned by the Board of 
Trade in collaboration with the industry in the hope that it would 
provide an introduction for many firms new to the market, and the 
means to valuable new business. The organizations co-operating in 
the venture were the Export Publicity and Fairs Branch of the Board 
of Trade, the British Furniture Manufacturers’ Federated Associa- 
a the Central Office of Information, and the British Embassy in 

onn. 


A Press reception was held on the British stand the evening before 
the opening and favourable publicity was received from the German 
press. Sir Christopher Steel, H.M. Ambassador in Bonn, visited the 
a on the day of the opening, as well as making a brief tour of the 

alls. 

The majority of British firms were very pleased with the results of 
their participation in the venture. They did not expect to do big 
business at this, their first showing at German Fairs, but the results 
for the majority were very encouraging. A few firms already had 
agents in Germany, and these naturally attracted customers more 
quickly because of the contacts they had already built up; but others 
found the fair useful for the making of such contacts, and several were 
hoping to finalize agency arrangements there. The goods shown on the 
British stand could not be considered a representative display of 
British furniture, as only 10 firms were represented each having only 
selected certain items from its range. Two or three exhibitors were 
showing quality reproduction period furniture, which has a good 
market in Germany; others were showing modern furniture of dis- 
tinctive style while some were offering novelty items such as con- 


vertible bed-couches, children’s bunk beds, etc. 


Encouraging Orders 


As an example of the success of this the first British venture at 
Cologne, one British firm, showing good quality reproduction fur- 
niture in oak and mahogany, had already secured £1,300 worth of 
business at the fair on the day before the opening, and increased this 
figure to over £3,000 by the end of the first day. This firm already 
had appointed agents and had another stand elsewhere in the fair- 
ground. Encouraging business, including a single order from Switzer- 
land worth £1,100, was reported by another British firm, who had 
already taken an order from German customers at the Furniture 
Trade Exhibition at Earls Court, London, which was confirmed at 
Cologne. This firm had sold all the furniture on their stand before the 
fair actually opened. All these sales were of good quality reproduction 
period furniture. Another firm on the first day quickly made sales of 
its children’s bunk beds to Holland and elsewhere and also sold some 
of its divan beds to customers in Stuttgart. Another, showing prin- 
cipally modern tubular steel dining and kitchen furniture, was mainly 


Tiss BRITISH FIRMS took part in an official British display at 


occupied at the beginning of the fair with making agency arrangements 
for their representation in Germany, Belgium and the Netherlands, 
whom they had agreed to meet on their stand. They were expecting 
that this would be the beginning of successful new business on the 
German market and were intending to come again to the next Cologne 
Fair in two years’ time. 


Orders from Photographs 


Modern style cabinet furniture, made a worthwhile sale for yet 
another British firm early on the first day to one of the leading 
Cologne furniture dealers. An interesting point is that the German 
buyer did not order the exact goods which were on show but other 
items in the United Kingdom firm’s range, which were selected 
from photographs; the buyer was quite happy to place an order in this 
way because he was impressed by the quality of the exhibits the firm 
had on view. This United Kingdom firm were pleased with their 
modest results on the first day as they had not counted on making 
sales at their first appearance; but it is likely that they achieved further 
success towards the end of the fair. 


Among the highlights of the fair as a whole were a collective 
exhibit by the four Scandinavian countries featuring modern style 
furniture, a Belgian collective exhibit with some attractive period 
furniture as well as modern styles and various other collective national 
exhibits, for example by Denmark and Italy. Among the German 
exhibits perhaps the most interesting was the Hall devoted to the 
products of firms from Wurttemberg-Baden, one of the classic 
centres of the German artistic cabinet making industry. Among the 
general impressions at the fair was the general trend in the German 
industry towards the rationalization of production and to the choice 
of separate units of furniture rather than complete bedroom and 
drawing-room suites. Another notable feature was the widespread 
display of complete kitchen units, showing that the old-fashioned 
kitchen range is now out-dated. There was clearly very keen com- 
petition at the furniture market in Germany and elsewhere, but there 
was also great interest everywhere in distinctive products, such as for 
example, reproduction period furniture of British styles. 

At an inaugural ceremony on the eve of the fair an address was 
given by Brigadier A. L. Newth, of Great Britain, President of the 
Union Europeenne de l’Ameublement, in which he referred to the 
satisfactory growth of mutual trade in furniture between Western 
Germany and the United Kingdom arising out of the Earls Court 
Exhibition and the Cologne Fair, and emphasized the necessity to 
avoid the disruption of this trade through inter-European differences 
on tariff policy. Apart from Brigadier Newth, representatives of the 
British furniture industry at the fair included Mr. R. C. Sunley, 
Chairman of the British Furniture Manufacturers’ Federated Associa- 
tions, Mr. D. D. Mitchell, Secretary of the same organization, and 
Mr. N. R. Wooldridge. The 10 firms showing on the collective 
exhibit were represented on their stands by their Directors and Sales 
Managers. 

The comprehensive and international character of the Cologne 
Fair attracted a very large attendance. Buyers from about 50 countries 
attended the fair. Thus, this most important trade fair of its kind in 
Europe proved its significance to be even higher than two years ago.

Denmark and Iraq 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Denmark and Iraq was signed in 
Bagdad on January 13, 1960. It will remain valid for one year but 
thereafter may be renewed for similar periods by mutual consent. 
The agreement is in general terms and does not include any specific 
quotas of goods. However, lists of goods which the countries envisage 
for exchange have been drawn up. 

The list of items which Denmark envisages exporting to Iraq 
includes animal and vegetable products and foodstuffs, industrial 
machinery, cement, pharmaceutical products, household articles and 
a variety of other manufactured goods. Proposed exports from Iraq to 
Denmark include cereals, dates, other agricultural products, petroleum 
products, rugs and carpets. 

The agreement accords each country most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment in respect of customs and other taxes. 

The two countries have also agreed to encourage co-operation in 
the fields of industry, engineering and contracting.

Denmark and Bulgaria 


A PROTOCOL to the Danish-Bulgarian Trade and Payments 
Agreement of May 9, 1947, was signed in Sofia on December 7, 1959. 


The new Protocol, which governs trade in the calendar year 1960, 
makes provision for Danish imports from Bulgaria of grapes, tomato 
puree, dried fruit and vegetables, wine, tobacco, maize, textiles, oil 
seeds, chemical products and ores, concentrates and metals, and for 
Bulgarian imports from Denmark of machinery and equipment, 
diesel engines, ships’ electrical and radio communications equipment, 
chemicals, pedigree cattle and fish.

Exemption from Import Duties for some 
Agricultural Machinery 


THE CHILEAN Minister of Finance announced in Decree No. 
19978, of December 25, 1959, published in the Official Gazette of 
January 19, 1960, that the following items of milk processing machin- 
ery have been included among the types of agricultural machinery 
which may be imported duty-free under the provisions of Decree 
No. 11206 of December 28, 1950: 


50-litre churns of anti-corrosive aluminium, stainless steel or plastic. 

Automatic washers for milk churns, bottles or other milk containers, 
with their respective eonveyors. 

Automatic equipment for checking the weight of liquid or dried milk. 

Insulated milk storage tanks of stainless steel, up to 15,000 litres 
capacity. 

Milk pasteurizing machinery of all types and starters, relays, for the 
automatic control of the pasteurizing circuits, with anti-acid electrical 
conductors. 


Milk filters whether pressure, vacuum or centrifugal. 

Pasteurized, sterilized, condensed or dried milk bottling and packing 
machines. 

Sterilizing equipment for fresh or condensed milk. 

Milk de-gasifying equipment. 

Complete vacuum equipment for evaporating and concentrating milk, 
of stainless steel or plastic material. 

Complete milk drying equipment. 

Ammonia or freon gas compressors for pasteurization equipment and 
refrigerated chambers. 

2. This concession is only granted if the Ministry of Agriculture 
approves the importation of the merchandise and if the latter is not 
made in Chile. If it is locally made, the duty-free concession will only 
be granted when the quality of the local produet is inferior to that of 
the imported product. Ownership of the imported merchandise may 
not be transferred within 10 years from the date of importation, other- 
wise the corresponding Customs duties and taxes are payable in full.

THE OPEN GENERAL LICENCE, dated January 2, 1960, issued by 
the Jamaican Trade Board (see Board of Trade Journal of January 29, 
1960, page 250), has been amended and the item “Textile fabrics’ 
on the list of goods which require specific licences when imported 
into Jamaica should now read: 
“Textile fabrics, excluding: (i) woollen, linen and printed fabrics;

CANADA 
Marking of Imported Goods 


THE FOLLOWING amendments and additions to the Marking of 
Imported Goods Order, published in the Board of Trade Journal, 
February 5, 1960, have been made with effect from April 1, 1960: 


The item dealing with table knives, forks and spoons now reads: 
“Table knives, forks and spoons, kitchen knives, kitchen tools and 
carving sets, of stainless steel, shall be marked on each piece by etching, 
die-stamping or engraving.’ 
The item dealing with wall, hearth and floor tiles and ceramic 
mosaic tiles now re 

‘Glazed and tine asin wall, hearth and floor tiles, and ceramic mosaic 
tiles shall each be marked by moulding, impressing or stamping, 
except that as regards ceramic mosaic tiles, imported for sale mounted in 
blocks or sections on paper, is acceptable on the paper to 
which the tiles are affixed.’ 

There are three additional items: 

Copper tubing, imported in straight lengths, shall be marked by 
coloured printing ink at intervals spaced not more than 36 in. apart; 
except that soft temper tubing, imported in coils, shall be marked 
either by coloured printing ink or by die-stamping. 

Toys, games, playthings and sports equipment; novelties, decora- 
tions and ornaments shall be marked in as permanent and conspicuous 
a manner as the nature of the goods will permit; when imported in and 
for sale to the ultimate purchaser in packages, boxes, envelopes or 
other containers, the packages, boxes, envelopes or other containers 
shall also be marked. 

Radio receivers, television receivers, radio-phonograph combina- 
tions, radio-television-phonograph combinations, phonographs, record 
players and tape recorders, shall be marked by moulding, die-stamping, 
embossing, lithographing, anodizing, silk screening, etching, decalco- 
mania transfer, or by a firmly affixed label, so as to be apparent to the 
intending purchaser on reasonable examination of the article.

graph "719. Inasmuch as this decision will result in the assessment of 
duty at a rate of duty higher than that which has heretofore been 
assessed under a uniform and established practice, it shall be applied 
only to such or similar merchandise entered, or withdrawn from ware- 
house, for consumption after 90 days after the date of publication of 
this abstract.

Escape Clause Application on Barbed Wire 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have instituted on their 
own motion, an investigation under the Escape Clause procedure into 
imports of barbed wire classifiable under paragraph 1800 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930. 


A Public Hearing will begin at 10 a.m. on May 10, 1960, in the 
Hearing Room, Tariff mmission Building, 8th and E. Streets, 
N.W., Washington, D.C. The Secretary of the Commission should be 
notified, in writing, at least three days in advance of the date set for 
the hearing, by any interested party desiring to be present, to produce 
evidence or to be heard. 

Exporters are advised to ensure that their importers are represented 
at the above hearing, but if for any reason this is impossible, it is 
desirable that the exporter should submit direct to the Commission 
any information having a bearing on the investigation. This may be 
done by letter directed to the Commission and will be considered 
by them in their general investigation without requiring appearance 
at the hearing.

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Operation of New Acts 


EXPORTERS may like to be reminded that the new Acts mentioned 
below will shortly become effective: 


Food Additives Act 


This Act becomes effective on March 6. A short notice was pub- 
lished in the Board of Trade Journal of July 3, 1959. The Act requires 
that if an ingredient in a food product is not listed as a ‘safe’ additive 
by the United States Government then the onus of proof of its safety 
will have to be provided by the importer. 


Textile Products Labelling Act 


This Act becomes effective on March3. A notice was published in 
the Board of Trade Journal of October 3, 1958 (page 713). The Act 
requires that textile products be labelled to show the percentage by 
weight of the major fibre constituents of all products not already within 
the scope of the Wool Products Labelling Act. 


BELGIUM 
Imports of Perfumery Products 


ATTENTION of United Kingdom exporters is drawn to the fact 
that Belgian legislation prohibits the use of alcohol, or spirits other 
than ethy! alcohol, in liquid perfumery products offered for sale in 
Belgium. Homologous alcohols of ethyl alcohol (sometimes called 
secondary alcohols), methyl alcohol, propyl alcohol, isopropyl alcohol, 
etc., in any form or in any quantity, are expressly prohibited. 

The Belgian authorities have recently advised that these regulations 
are being strictly enforced and have ruled that the fact that products 
comply with United Kingdom regulations does not exempt them from 
compliance with Belgian regulations. 

It is further understood that legislation is at present being drafted 
to extend the above prohibition to perfumery products in other than 
liquid form, e.g. creams, shaving sticks, etc. 


Notification of Price Increases 


A BELGIAN Ministerial Order, dated January 18, 1960 (Moniteur 
Belge of January 23, 1960), modifies that of October 8, 1959, which 
stipulated that producers and importers must notify the Belgian 
Ministry of Economic Affairs of any increase they intended to make 
in the price to Belgian consumers of certain goods and services not 
less than 21 days before the increase was due to come into effect. 


A list of the goods and services involved was published in the 
Board of Trade Journal of October 23, 1959 (page 618). The effect 
of the new Order is to delete Item 83 (prices of newspapers and 
periodicals) from that list.

A NETHERLANDS DECREE of January 20, 1960 (Staatsblad No. 30, 
1960), and a Belgian Royal Decree of January 28, 1960 (Moniteur 
Belge, February 16, 1960), provide for the entry into force from 
March 1, 1960, of the Benelux Customs Import Tariff based on the 
Brussels Nomenclature.
